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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants argue that Barbut et al. do not disclose the proximal edge of the basket attached to the catheter 
proximally of distal end. Examiner disagrees. In the previous office action examiner indicated figure 22 of Barbut '557 show a filter being 
attached to the elongate catheter as claimed. Since Barbut do not address the location of the attachment as claimed in the detail 
description of '557, Examiner considers that it would matter of design choice to have the filter attachment as shown in figure 22-22A or as 
shown in fig. 9A-9B . 
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
